shown that in certain vital points you 
have erred and it is for you to make 
good your error. It has been an er- 
ror proceeding from an effort to do 
too mueh and not little, in the imter- 
ests of the Egyptians themselves. 

“But uufortunately, it is necessary 
for all of.us who have to do with un- 
civilized peoples, esnecialiy fanatical 
peoples, to remember that in such a 
situation as yours in Egypt, weakness, 
timidity and sentimentality may cause 
even more far-reaching harm ‘than 
violence. Of all the broken reeds sen- 
timentality is the most broken reed 
on which righteousness can lean.” 

After detailing the turbulent condi- 
tions in Egypt following and preced- 
ing the murder of Boutros aPsha, the 
Colonel went on: es 

“The attitude of the so-called Egyp- 
tian Nationalist party in connection 
with this murder has shown that they 
are neither desirous nor capable of 
guaranteeing' primary justice, the fail- 
ure to supply which makes self-gov- 
ernment not merely an empty but a 
noxious farce * * * 

“Tt was with the primary object of 
establishing order that you went into 
Egypt twenty-cight years ago. * * 
* Now, cither you have a right ‘to be 
in. Egypt, or'you have not. Either it 
is or it is not your duty to establish 
and keep order, 

“If you feel that you have not the 
right to be in Egypt, if you do not 
wish to establish and keep order there 
then by all means get out of Egypt. 
If, as I hope, you feel your duty 
to civilized mankind and your fealty 
to your own great traditions alike 
bid’ you to stay, then make the fact 
and the name agree and. show. that 
you are ready to mect the responsi- 
bility which is yours. 

“It is the thing, not the form, which 
is vital. If the present forms of gov- 
ernment in Egypt established by you 
in the hope that they would help the 
Egyptians upward — merely serve to 
provoke and permit disorder, then it is 
for you to alter the forms, for if you 
stay in Egypt it is your first duty to 
keep order—above all, ‘to punish mur- 
der and bring to justice all who in- 
cite others to commit murder or con- 
done crime when it is committed. 

“When a people treat assassination 
as thé cornerstone. of . government 
they forfeit all right to be treated as 
worthy of self-government.” 

The colonel concluded as follows: 

“Some nation must govern Egypt. 
I hope and believe that you will de- 
cide that it is your duty to be that 
nation.” 

What great harm such an address 
can do is dificult to understand.

Anyway it can do 
you no harm to’ hear the view of one 
who has been on tlfe ground and has 
information at first hand, of one who 
is tlre sincere well-wisher of the Brit- 
ish Empire but who is not English by 
blood, and who is impelled to speak 
mainly Decause of his deep concern 
in the welfare of mankind and future 
civilization. 

“Remember also that I am not only 
an American but a radical, a real, not 
a mock democrat, ‘and that what I 
have to say is spoken chiefly because 
it is a democrat and a man who feels 
that his first thought is bound to be 
for the welfare of the masses of man- 
kind, his first duty to war against vio- 

lence, injustice and wrong-doing 
wherever found, and I advise you only 
in accordance with the principles on 
which I have myself acted as an Am- 
erican Presideré in dealing with the 
Philippines.” <

Fairbanks, Alaska, June 13.—The 


steamer, White Seal, which wintered 
in the Iditarod River, arrived at Fair- 
banks Thursday, being the first boat 
from the new camp. She brought let- 


ters from miners who say that the 


reports of the richness of the new 
diggings are exaggerated. Pay has 
been found in shallow ground on five 
creeks, but only in spots. ; 

According to the letters, the spring 
clean-up will amount to only $100,000, 
and the camp will never be a large 
one. Merchants, the miners’ letters 
say, have greatly overestimated the 
importance of the field. However, a 
vast area of country remains to be 
prospected. 

The fleet of steamers which went to 
the Innoko and Iditarod last fall dur- 
ing the first stampede and which was 
frozen in and obliged to pass the win- 
ter in the ice of the small rivers, have 
started to return to Fairbanks. The 
steamers have not been heard from 
since June 1, and are now five days 
overdue at Kaltag on the Yukon. It 
is feared that the channel of the Idit- 
ador has been ‘blocked by the strand- 
ing of a barge and that the outbound 
steamers may he detained until the 
falling of the snow makes it impos- 
sible for them to get out this year.

Sufficient proofs to the Indians that 
the girl was a witch came when sev- 
eral Indians on the reservation were 
taken ill, a vine withered after the 
girl’s shadow had fallen on ‘t, aud a 
dog chained up in front of her par- 
ents’ shack howled all night. 
was shunned and one evening when 
she saw the aged braves gather on a 
hill at sundown and indulge in strange 
rites, she slipped away and was four 
days reaching the Santa Manual i1es- 
ervation. . 

In fear of being pursued she would 
hide in the daytime. She was fond 
by an official of the reservation as she 
was about to redeem herself from 
“witchhood” in accordance with one 
of the superstitions of the Indians, by 
bathing in the waters of the Arrow- 
head.
